College  Education 

Commencement — the  student’s  fare¬ 
well  to  his  college  amid  the  applause 
and  congratulations  of  his  friends. 
Commencement — the  graduate’s  humble 
and  severe  initiation  into  the  business 
world  amid  tho  criticisms  and  censure 
of  his  employer.  The  completion  of  a 
college  course — what  does  it  mean? 

We  are  told  that  a  college  education 
will  increase  our  earning  capacity,  but 
it  takes  only  a  short  business  employ¬ 
ment  to  teach  the  graduate  that  his 
college  course  is  not  an  insurance 
against  low  earnings.  It  must  be  rein¬ 
forced  by  honest  endeavor  and  constant 
application  to  the  job.  We  are  told 
that  a  college  education  provides  a  cul¬ 
tural  background,  but  a  cultural  back¬ 
ground  is  not  a  permanent  acquisition 
if  our  leisure  time  after  graduation 
is  occupied  with  the  movies  and  tho 
daily  newspapers.  We  arc  told  that  a 
college  education  liberalizes  the  mind, 
but  an  imancipated  mind  is  not  a  con¬ 
stant  possession  if  we  go  out  from  col¬ 
lege  and  accept  things  as  we  find  them 
in  an  unquestioning  frame  of  mind. 

A  college  education  is  not  a  cloak 
that  can  be  worn  and  by  which  wo  can 
be  everywhere  identified.  Only  by  our 
versatility,  our  tolerance,  our  sense  of 
cultural  values;  and  our  constant  spirit 
of  questioning  will  the  true  worth  of  a 
college  education  be  realized.

As  long  as  education  is  regarded  as 
a  filling  process  tho  examinations  will 
bo  used  to  find  out  how  full  or  empty 
tho  minds  of  tho  students  are.  Until 
tonchers  have  ceased  to  operato  a 
“phraso  factory”  and  are  no  longer 
animated  encyclopedias,  tho  examina¬ 
tion  as  wo  have  it  today  will  havo  its 
placo.  Effective  examinations  or  ef¬ 
fective  substitutes  for  examinations 
will  bo  rculized  only  when  teachers 
submit  questions  and  problems  to  stu¬ 
dents,  not  to  find  out  what  they  know, 
but  to  stimulate  curiosity,  to  arouse 
thought  and  to  quiet  mental  life  in 
a  croativo  challenge,

friendship  which  wo  havo  formed. 
Will  you,  millions  of  you,  join  with 
us  today  in  thinking  with  gratitude  of 
those  men  and  women  of  ovory  race 
and  people  who  are  wording  so  hard 
to  build  a  finer  aud  better  wolrdf  Next 
year,  in  1930,  the  league  of  Nations 


will  celebrate  its  tenth  birthday.  Lot 
us  determine,  hero  and  now,  to  help  it, 
with  all.  our  power,  to  go  forward  with 
its  great  task  of  peaco  in  earth  and 
goodwill  to  men”  In  1928  tho  chil¬ 
dren  of  Wales  received  replies  to  thoir 
messago  from  schools  in  tho  following 
countries:  Argentine,  Australia,  Aus¬ 
tria,  Brazil,  Belgium,  Bulgarin,  Burma, 
Canada,  Costa  Rica,  Chcclio-slovakin, 
Denmark,  Ecuador,  England,  Estonia, 
Prance,  Germany,  Holland,  Hungary, 
Irish  Frco  State,  Italy,  Japan,  Now 
Zealand,  Norway,  Nyasaland,  Poland, 
Scotland,  South  Africa,  Spain,  Switzer¬ 
land,  United  States,  Yugoslavia,  and 
the  Saar  Basin. 

“Tho  record  of  wars  averted  through 
the  good  offices  of  the  League  of  Na¬ 
tions  should  justify  tho  faith  of  its 
founders,”  says  Dr.  Wirt  in  a  pamph¬ 
let  just  published,  “but  wo  must  add 
to  that  tho  great  contribution  tho 
League  has  made  to  tho  sum  of  human 
happiness  by  its  entrance  into  the  fields 
of  intellectual  cooperation,  human  slav¬ 
ery,  relief  of  peoples  stricken  by  calam¬ 
ities,  suppression  of  obscene  literature, 
the  white  slave  traffic,  and  traffic  in 
opium;  public  health  agencies,  efforts 
for  the  improvement  of  labor  ondi- 
tions,  and  much  else.” 

Tho  United  States  has  been  inform¬ 
ed  by  Japan  that  she  accepts  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  naval  reduction  outlined  by 
Ambassador  Hugh  Gibson  at  Genova,  so 
Secretary  Stimson  has  announced.  The 
Japanese  Government  has  always  fav¬ 
ored  naval  reductions  and  is  anxious  to 
cooperate  with  the  United  States  to  ob- 
Itaiu  it.  At  present  it  is  thought  no 
new  naval  parley  will  be  called  prior 
to  tlio  conference  scheduled  for  1931, 
hut  Great  Britain  has  asked  that  the 
date  of  this  conference  be  moved  for¬ 
ward  from  August,  tho  scheduled  time, 
to  some  earlier  date  in  the  year.  This 
has  been  agreed  upon  by  tho  United 
States. 

The  Pan-American  Arbitration 
Treaty  is  in  the  hands  of  tho  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committoo  of  which 
Senator  Borah  is  Chairman,  and  it  was 
thought  that  this  might  he  brought  up 
for  consideration  during  tho  present 
short  session  of  the  seventy-first  Con¬ 
gress.  But  it  now  seems  that  while 
this  treaty  may  be  brought  up  for  dis¬ 
cussion  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  se¬ 
cure  action  upon  it.  It  will,  however, 
bo  one  of  tho  most  important  matters 
before  the  country  this  coming  winter, 
and  is  hoped  it  will  be  well  studied  and 
the  ratification  of  it  earnestly  urged. 
The  Adminstration  is  behind  it,  Presi¬ 
dent  Hoover  endorsed  it  in  principle 
emphatically  in  his  inaugural  address, 
yet  misunderstanding  and  criticisms  of 
the  bill  have  already  been  expressed 
and  to  meet  these  a  real  study  of  it 
and  of  its  boneficient  moaning  to  the 
whole  western  hemisphere  should  be 
made.

noisy.  Tho  room  in  which  they  meet 
is  divided  off  into  sections;  the  Re¬ 
publicans  sit  on  one  side  nnd  the  Demo¬ 
crats  on  tho  other.  In  this  house  tho 
Speaker  presides.  His  duty  is  to  ap¬ 
point  committees  and  do  the  execu¬ 
tive  work  of  the  house.  It  m  necessary 
for  the  Speaker  to  have  a  loud  nnd 
deep  voice  in  order  to  ho  heard  in  this 
noisy  room.  The  members  of  tho  house 
of  representatives  arc  not  noted  for 
oratorical  ability,  but  they  are  impor¬ 
tant  to  tho  extent  that  most  of  the 
measures  orginnto  in  their  house. 

When  a  measure  is  complete  and 
ready  to  be  voted  upon  tho  roll  is  called 
and  tho  vote  is  taken  by  this  method. 
The  roll  is  called  several  times  so  ns 
to  get  each  vote. 

The  other  house  of  Congress  is  not 
such  a  large  body.  Tho  Yiec-prosidcnt 
presides  over  this  house.  No  one  is 
allowed  to  speak  until  he  is  recognized 
by  tho  speaker  of  the  house.  There 
arc  some  very  fine  speakers  in  this 
house.  One  finds  a  great  amount  of 
oratorical  ability.  Some  days  the  work 
hero  is  not  very  interesting  but  some¬ 
times  a  wrangle  between  two  men  oc¬ 
curs  which  livens  things  up  a  bit  nnd 
makes  it  more  interesting.  One  of 
tho  forms  which  is  taken  advantage 
of  is  to. kill  timo  by  filibustering.  This 
is  very  effective  a  great  number  of 
times. 

There  nro  many  interesting  things 
to  seo  and  know  about  the  city  of 
AVashington,  D.  C.  The  city  is  laid 
off  in  tho  shape  of  a  wheel.  The  capi- 
tol  is  the  hub  and  different  streets 
form  the  spokes  of  tlio  wheel.  It  is 


not  a  difficult  city  in  which  to  travel 
about  ns  tho  streets  going  north  and 
south  are  lettered.  Those  going  cast 
and  west  nro  numbered  and  tho  ave 
nues  are  named  after  BtntcB. 

The  customs  arc  quite  unusual  there 
but  tho  Hoover  family  arc  breaking 
away  some  of  these.  Until  tho  last 
president  came  into  office,  the  presi¬ 
dents  have  nlwnys  nppenred  in  public 
wearing  a  silk  lint.  It  has  been  tho 
custom  for  the  president  always  to  pro* 
cede  his  wife,  but  president  Hoover  is 
not  following  this  custom. 

In  going  about  tho  city,  thro  are  ai 
few  noted  spots  which  everyone  should 
visit.  Ono  is  tho  president’s  office 
building  where  his  secretaries  and  cab¬ 
inet  reside.  The  Walter  Reed  hospital 
for  veteran  soldiers  is  not  a  pleasant 
but  an  interesting  place  to  visit.  Rock 
Crock  Park  is  a  place  to  get  noxt  te 
nature’s  beauty.  Tho  Potomac  River  is 
one  of  the  most  natural  and  beautiful 
rivers  in  the  United  States.  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Avenue  is  a  high  point  of  inter¬ 
est  whenever  there  is  a  parade.  Every¬ 
one  from  the  city  flocks  there  to  see  it. 
Washington ’b  monument  is  an  old  but 
famous  placo  to  visit.  Its  view  500 
feet  abovo  the  ground  is  very  wonder.- 
ful.  In  the  spring  of  the  year  the  most 
beautiful  place  in  the  whole  city  is 
the  Basin  Pool  with  its  Japanese 
cherry  trees  in  blossom.  These  were 
given  to  tlio  United  States  by.

Mr.  Lamar  Tells 
Students  About 
Cattle  Judging 

Vitalized  Agriculture  Class  Makes 
Laboratory  Trip  to  tho  Bellows’ 
Farm  to  Study  Beef  Cattle. 


Thc  Vitalized  Agriculture  class  which 
meets  for  laboratory  work  from  1:45 
p.  m.  to  3:35  p.  m.  took  a  field  trip 
Tuesday  to  tho  Bellows’  farm,  south¬ 
west  of  Maryville,  to  study  beef  cattle. 
Tho  students  judged  a  class  of  Short¬ 
horn  senior  yoarling  heifers.  Tho  ani¬ 
mals  selected  for  tho  student  to  judge 
were  of  tho  typical  Shorthorn  colors, 
namely  white,  red,  and  red  and  white 
or  roan,  and  wero  of  tlie  finest  typo 
of  beef  animals. 

Tho  students  mado  the  trip  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Stephen  Lamar  of 
tho  Colloge,  who  has  had  all  of  the 
courses  in  Vitalized  Agriculture  with 
Mr.  Cooper  and  has  had  his  stock  judg¬ 
ing  work  at  Iowa  State  College  of  agri¬ 
culture  and  Mechanic  arts  at  Ames, 
Iowa. 

Mr.  LaMar  in  making  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  beef  cattle  judging,  told  the 
class  how  in  judging  several  rings  or 
classes  of. fine  cattle  a  judge  will  us¬ 


ually  rank  thc  nniinnls  in  each  class  or 
ring  which  consists  usually  of  four.ani- 
mals,  ns  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth. 
Then  he  must  rank  the  different  rings 
or  clnsscs  selecting  thc  best  .class  and 
finally  select  tho  best  individual  ani¬ 
mal.  A  description  of  an  ideal  beef 
animal  was  given  and  the  different 
cuts  of  beef  were  pointed  out.  The 
fact  thnt  certain  parts  of  a  beef  car¬ 
cass  are  worth  more  per  pound  on  the 
market  than  other  parts  explains  why 
a  butcher  demands  that  tho  animal 
conform  in  sizo  and  shape  to  moot  the 
ideal  typo  of  beef  animal  described 
by  the  ordinary  cattle  score  card. 

Tho  students  had  tho  privilege  of 
seeing  a  senior  yearling  Shorthorn  bull 
which  is  becoming  well  known  for  hav¬ 
ing  won  honors  at  various  fine  stock 
shows.  After  having  made  their  rank¬ 
ings  of  the  senior  yenrling  heifers,  and 
after  having  given  tho  reasons  for 
tlieir  placings,  and  studied  tho  descrip¬ 
tion  of  a  good  beef  animal,  it  was  a 
pleasure  for  tho  students  to  see  the 
fine  senior  yearling  bull,  which  animal, 
it  was  very  evident,  conformed  in  al¬ 
most  every  detail  to  tho  ideal  animal 
ns  sot  up  by  the  score  card.  Several 
members  of  the  class  expressed  a  de¬ 
sire  to  attend  thc  fine  stock  sale  which 
will  be  held  at  the  Bellows’  farm  soon.
